onal Legion Commander Earle 
Cocke Jr., sharply assailing the 
Truman Administration’s foreign 
policy. : 

After reading Cocke’s speech, 
calling on the United States. to 
“divorce itself from a diplomacy 
of expediency,” the Mayor,’ a 
World War I veteran and a mem- 
ber of the Legion, told reporters 
he felt the national commander’ s 
remarks were “much out of line.” 
He added he felt it better to stay 
away from the luncheon “than to 
walk out in the middle of a 
speech.” 

Sent Views to Luncheon. 


The Mayor expressed his views | 


about Cocke’s speech in a state- 
ment he dispatched to the lunch- 
eon with a request that it be read 
by Gale F. Johnston, chairman of 
the founders’ day program. About 
50 original members of the Le- 
gion, who attended the May 1919 
caucus here at which the organ- 

ization was formed, were present 
at the luncheon. 

Mayor Darst’s statement fol- 
lows: 

“It is my hope that the Anieri- 
can Legion will be in the fore- 
front in movements to impress 
upon all our citizens the responsi- 
bility of recognizing the President 
of the United States as com- 
mander in chief of the armed 
forces, and that the policies laid 
down by the Chief Executive will 
not constantly be subjected to 
petty bickering and false charges. 

“Our foreign policy is legally. 
ard properly in the hands of our | ° 
eat President and the outstand- 

Secretaries .of Defense and 


“Statements that give to our 


| enemies a feeling of comfort and 
the thought that we are divided 


from within are detrimental to 
the cause of true democracy. 
Urges Patriotism. 

“There will be no political ef- 
fects from the United Nations 
stand against Communist aggres- 
sion so long as the majority of 
Americans continue to put pa- 
triotism ahead of politics. It is 
regretable that some persons have 
refused to join the battle to keep 
partisanship from affecting inter- 
national relations and national 
security. 

“It . ‘unfortunate that thew are 
not willing to face the facts that 
he danger to our nation and the 
rest of the free world comes from 
the rules of the Kremlin. The 
danger does not come from the 
Pentagon, the State Department 
or the White House.” 

Cocke, a World War II vet- 
eran; who recently returned from 
a visit to the fighting front in 
Korea, declared “the sacrifice of 
more than 11,000 American lives 
in a fight-but-don’t-win war has 
demonstrated the complete bank- 
Sepa of American foreign pol- 
cy. 

Charges Foreign Influence. 

“The State Department,” he as- 
serted, “is staffed by lukewarm 
and apologetic Americans domi- 
nated by foreign influences.” 

“They are playing politics with 
the British to save Hong Kong at 
the cost of American lives,” Cocke 
said. “They are encouraging ag- 
gression diplomatically by their 
willingness to bargain for ap- 
peasement. They are encouraging 
further aggression by sanctioning 
trade with Russian and Chinese 
Communists.”

SUKTY OFFICIAL 
AMBUSHED KILLED 
AT BENTON, TENN 


Court Head Shot in Flare- 
up of Political Strife 
Which Has Paralyzed 


Government. 


BENTON, Tenn., May 12 (AP) 
—Three slow, deliberate shots 
from ambush late last night killed 


the titular head of the Demo- 
cratic party in Polk county. 

The shooting of W. A. Lewis, 
44 years old, came against a 
backdrop of political strife which 
had left the county, situated in 
mountainous southeast Tennessee, 
without a functioning government 
for nearly three months. 

Lewis was chairman of the 
county court, restored as govern- 
ing agency by Democratic legis- 
lation in February. An opposing 
faction, the bipartisan Good Gov- 
ernment League, had refused to 
surrender the power it won in a 
1948 election which left three per- 
sons dead by violence. 

Highway Patrol Alerted. 

The Tennessee highway patrol, 

was alerted for the possibility 
eet Lewis’s killing might touch 
a repetition of the 1948 fac- 
bloodshed. Safety Commis- 
| Neal said Jast night 
not many persons knew ‘of the 
killing and that “if trouble comes 
it will come tomorrow.” 
Lewis was shot as he took his 
automobile to his garage after re- 
turning with his family from a 
trip to Cleveland, 15 miles dis- 
tant, at about 11 p.m. ~ 

He walked a short distance to 
his home, and Dr. John H. Lillard 
was quickly summoned. Lewis 
shook his head when asked if he 
knew who did the shooting. He 
was placed in an ambulance but 
was dead on arrival at 'an Athens 
(Tenn.) clinic, 30 miles away. 

Clyde Stevenson, a neighbor, 
told Sheriff John Edwards he 
heard the shots, fired at very 
brief intervals. Edwards said the 
wounds were caused by either a 
.38 caliber revolver or a rifle. 
Three bullets struck Lewis in the 
chest. Two were so close together 
they punctured a package of 
cigarettes in his pocket. : 

No clues were available as to 
the assailant’s identity. Edwards 
theorized the ambush was carried 
out by a single person. 

Lewis is survived by his widow 
and a young daughter.

Partly Crippled Victim’s 
Body Found in Second 
Floor Room — One of 
Injured Leaps From

One woman was burned to 
death and two others were burned 
severely today when fire swept 
214-story rooming house at 5745 
Chamberlain avenue. 

The dead woman was identified 
from papers found in her room as 
Mrs. Olive Geisel, about 71 years 


old. 

One of the injured women, 
Mrs. James O’Neal, was driven 
to. the roof of the second-floor 
porch by the flames and she 
leaped.to the ground. In addition 
to burns, she has compound frac- 
tures of her right ankle. She was 
taken to St. John’s Hospital. 

Also taken to the hospital was 
Mrs. Mabel Dwyer, whose hus- 
band; Daytown Dwyer, owns and 
operates the rooming house. 

Two other persons who were 
trapped in the building by the 
fire escaped uninjured. 

Mrs. Geisel, who was partly 
crippled, apparently had no op- 
portunity to escape when the 
blaze enveloped her second-floor 
room. Firemen found her body 
on the floor. | 

Races to Street. 

Mr. and Mrs. O’Neal were ‘in 
their room on the top floor when 
he saw the house was burning. 
He raced downstairs through 
smoke and flames into the yard. 
He stood beneath the porch to 
break his wife’s fall when she 
leaped. Simon Walters, 5186 Cates 
avenue, who was passing, attempt- 
ed to help O'Neal catch his wife, 
but she struck the ground with 
considerable force. 

Mrs. Dwyer was in a first floor 
room when she smelled smoke. 
She threw open a closet door and 
flames burst out and seared her. 
She rushed into the’ street, 


screaming for aid. 

Fireman Thomas” f 
5623 Bartmer naive was One pt 
the right wrist when he smashed 

a window to get into the building. 

The fire apparently started in a 
hall closet on the first floor and 
mushroomed quickly throughout 
‘the entire structure. Firemen did 
not determine cause of the blaze 
but a neighbor reported having 
heard a “mild explosion” just ‘be- 


fore the fire started. Damage to 
the house was estimated at $8000. 


HEAT FROM 18 COWS 
PIPED INTO HOME, 


KEEPS IT WARM (noon 


LUND, Sweden, May 12 (AP)— 
How many cows does it take to 
heat a house? Eighteen bossies 
keep one farmer's family cozy all 
winter—from a distance—at a 
state-sponsored model home near 


this village in southern Sweden. 

The cows give milk too. 

They don’t know it, but while 
they relax, their body heat is 
collected and piped 40 yards to 
the farmhouse where it keeps five 
rooms nice and warm. 

Engineer Marten Blomquist 
started the experiment two and 
one-half years ago. He found that 
one cow produces between 17 and 
20 pounds of steam and about 80,- 
000 British thermal units (BTU) 
every 24 hours. 

(A BTU is the quantity of heat 
required to raise the temperature 
of one pound of water one degree 
Fahrenheit at or near its maxi- 
mum point of density.) 

Cows don’t need all that heat to 
keep their. barn comfortable, 
Blomquist reasoned. So he in- 
stalled a combination air condi- 
tioning and heat pump device in 
the cow barn to borrow some 
BTU’s for the farmhouse.

HONOLULU, May 12 (AP)— 
The United States has exploded 
another bomb at Eniwetok in the 
first atomic test emphasizing de- 
fense against the A-bomb. 


The time of the closely guarded 
“operation greenhouse” explosion 
was not definitely known, but 
presumably it took place Monday 
or Tuesday in the 200-square-mile 
proving grounds 2000 miles west 
of here. 

It had been previously dis- 
closed that the object was to test 
structures built at Eniwetok to 
develop information on construc- 
tion design and materials which 
best can withstand the A-bomb’s 
destructive power. 

Early speculation that the test 
might involve a hydrogen bomb 
was discounted. The hydrogen 
bomb experimentation was be- 
lieved to be still in the early 
stages. 

The first positive word on the 
latest test came from Representa- 
tive Henry M. Jackson (Dem.), 
Washington. “You may say I 
attended atomic weapons tests at 
Eniwetok atoll,” he told reporters 
on his arrival here. 

A short time later, in Washing- 
ton, a member of the Senate- 
House Atomic Committee, asking 
to remain anonymous, said “the 
test has been finished.” This 
source said May 7 was the target 
date for the main ahd final test 
at Eniwetok. ‘He said the results 
had not yet been evaluated and 
he had no immediate information 


The Atomic Energy commission 
said only that a “test program is 
under way” at Eniwetok, site of 
three previous explosions in April 
and May 1948. 

Jackson, just before leaving by 
plane for San Francisco and Se- 


ettle, said he would hold a news 
conference in Seattle this after- 


This indicated the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission possibly might 
make an announcement today. 

The security rule on atomic ex- 
periments is that the AEC makes 
all initial announcements and par- 
ticipants or observers cannot re- 
port or discuss beyond the boun- 
daries of the public announce- 
ments by the AEC. 

The current test was launched 
Nov. 1, 1949, by Joint Task Force 
3 Command, by Air Force Lt. 
Gen. Elwood R. Quesada. In the 
subsequent 18 months, hundreds 
of civilian workers have been em- 
ployed at Eniwetok by the con- 
tracting firm of Holmes & Narver 
of Los Angeles. 

It was considered likely that 
most of their work was on struc- 
tures designed to provide infor- 
mation on the best type of civil- 
ian and industrial shelter from 
the A-bomb. 

Recent announcements by the 
AEC indicated the blast would be 
from a fixed position to make 
possible controlled field labora- 
tory study. y 
Elaborate precautions were 
taken, to guard the test against 
possible snoopers. Strong naval 
rand air force patrolled 40,000 
square miles of the Pacific.

OF BUILD-UP AREA 


Six-Hour Battle Fails to 
Break Communist 


Stand Before Smoke-| 


Screened Activities Be- 


hind Lines.

TOKYO, May 12 (AP)—Ameri- 
can troops battled in vain for 
six hours today to break up a 
Red bridgehead bulging out of 
a smoke-screened enemy build- 
up area in central Korea. 

The bridgehead, three miles 
wide, is south of the Choyang 
river, east of Chunchon. 

An estimated two Red bat- 
talions, firing mortars and auto- 
matic weapons, held the bridge-

United States infantrymen with 
heavy air and artillery support. 

The Americans broke contact 
in mid-afternoon. 

Aggressive Allied patrols traded 
shots with dug-in Reds elsewhere 
along the central and western 
fronts. 

Chinese Communists covered 
their behind-the-front. activities 
with a pall of smoke from fired 
timber and smudge pots. 

Attack Expected in Two Weeks. 

United Nations officers said

The locations of the Red-built 
fires hinted that the next enemy 
blows would come from points 20 
miles northwest and 45 miles 
northeast of Seoul. 

One wall of spreading smoke 35 
miles long partly hid Communist 
troop movements in the mountain- 
ous country north of Chunchon. 
That town is 45 miles northeast 
of Seoul and eight miles south of 
the thirty-eighth parallel. The 
smoke - screen extended from 
Kumhwa to Inje, north of the 
parallel. 

It was below this build-up area 
that*the Reds forged their Cho- 
yang river bridgehead. ° 

United Nations pilots reported 
Red soldiers moving south ‘to- 
ward Chunchon in pairs, 50 yards 
apart to make air attack more 
difficult. The troops were strung 


out for miles along the North b 


Korean roads. 
Massing Near Hwachon. . 


A front line dispatch said Reds 
also were reported massing in the 
Yanggu sector at the east end of 
the Hwachon reservoir. 

U.N. artillery poured explosives 
into a Red build-up region north- 
east of Chunchon where an esti- 
mated Chinese division was re- 
ported. 

Reds sent up another smoke 
pall near Munsan, about 20 miles 
northwest of Seoul. There the 
Red concentration was 12 miles 
south of the parallel. 

Other Red build-ups have been 
observed between Munsan and 
Chunchon, They were near Pup- 
yong and Kapyong, 15 to 32 miles 
northeast of Seoul. 

On the eastern front, just north 
of the _ thirty-eighth parallel, 
South Korean troops routed a 
North Korean battalion near Inje, 
more than 75 miles northeast of 
Seoul. The South Koreans occu- 
pied Inje Friday. 

A United Nations officer said 
air spotters Saturday saw no sign 
of the large enemy groups seen 
Friday north of Chunchon. 

He pointed out, however, that 
the same situation prevailed be- 
fore the Reds launched their first 
spring offensive April 22. 

Hide Day Before Attack. 

“Two days before: they hit us 
we saw quite a few of them,” the 
officer said. “The vy before 
they struck we couldn't find any. 
Then the attack came.” 

Even the same tell-tale fires 
preceded the first Red assault. 
That drive came to a halt 10 days 
after it began. The Reds suf- 
fered 75,000 casualties. 


GEN. VAUGHAN QUITS 
M AKING SPEECHES 
TO AVOID TROUBLE

In replying to Otto Simberg of 

Quinton, N.J., chairman of the ar- 
rangements committee, Vaughan 
said he appreciated the invitation 
ut: 
“Unfortunately,.my experience 
with the gentlemen of the. press 
over the last several years has 
forced me to withdraw from the 
field of speechmaking. 

“It is not really part of my 


duty. Every, time I try to help 
somebody out I seem to get into 
trouble. There seems tO be a 
tendency to exploit everything I 
Say and misconstrue my meaning. 

“So I think it is better to just 
refrain from making speeches.”

DEVELOPMENT |= 
OF PARKS AIRPORT 


CALLED FEASIBLE 


Engineers Put Cost of 
Building Major Field 
at $20,643,000—Warn 
of Opposition. 


Development of Parks Metro- 
politan Airport on the East Side 
as a major airport for the St. 
Louis metropolitan area ‘“‘would be 
feasible,” the firm of Sverdrup 
& Parcel, Inc., consulting engi- 
neers, stated yesterday. The firm 
made a report to municipal au- 
thorities of St. Louis and East St. 
Louis, which was made public yes- 
terday by Director ‘of Public 
Utilities Conway B. Briscoe, chair- 
man of the Municipal Airport 
Commission. 

A total of 2410 acres of land 
would be required for the field 
and the initial cost of acquiring 
property and constructing two 


non-intersecting runways 7500 


feet long, together with adminis- 
tration and’ cargo buildings was 
estimated at $20,643,000. Ultimate 
cost of the field’s full develop- 
ment to provide four runways and 
additional facilities was placed at 
$29,971,000. 
Speedy Action Urged. 

The report made no recommen- 
dation as to whether the Parks 
site should be developed, but 
ed speedy action by municipal 
authorities, if a decision to ac- 
quire the property necessary for 
such development is made. 

It was pointed out that Civil 
Aeronautics Administration offi- 
cials have not approved develop- 
ment of a terminal type airport 
at the site and that four of 
the five major airlines serving St. 
Louis are opposed to location of a 
second major field for passenger 
service on the East Side. 

The present Parks Airport, con- 
sisting of 568 acres, lies south of 
East St. Louis, about five and-a

¢ Questioned by Cain. 
Senator Cain (Rep.), Washing- 
ton, asked Marshall to state his 
“fundamental reasons for assum- 
ing that an aggression will not 
take place in Western Europe un- 
til we are better prepared to 
meet it, while seemingly you be- 
lieve that Russia will enter the 
Korean conflict if we bomb and 
destroy military installations. pos- 
sessed by the Red Chinese?” 

- Cain. said he was asking the 
Pomsattons because “it has. seemed 
apparent to me for some time 
that Russia could presently, to- 
j day defeat any forces which 

-be-.opposed to her in West- 
ern Europe.” 

Marshall replied: 

._ “In regard to Western Europe, 
first I go on the basis myself 
that Russia may step into the 
aggression at any moment. 

“Also that that is no argument 
that we do not do our best to 
prepare for it even though it may 
take two or three years. 

‘We Don’t Sit Impotent.’ 

“In other words, we don’t sit 
impotent and say Russia can act 
at any time and therefore we 
do nothing. That is the sense of 
the European situation, and those 
arguments came up in connection 
with the rearmament proposals.” 

Marshall said reports re- 
ceived by this country indicate 
a continuous Soviet buildup, 
by rearrangement of its troops 
in Europe and by - increasing 
| its strength in the Far East. 
Cain asked Marshall: 

“Is there any reason to believe, 
on the basis of your intelligence 
reports, that an aggressor at pres- 
ent is threatening to invade 
Western Europe?” 

Marshall replied: 

“The impression from the re- 
ports that we gather from many 
sources is there has been a con- 
tinuous buildup and not neces- 
sarily in strength, though it may 
be, but particularly in arrange- 
ments, specifically in the satellite 
states, and in regard to disposi- 
tions of Soviet troops in West- 
ern Europe, and as to Soviet in- 
creases in strength, as we under- 
stand them, in the Far East.”

Plans for Construction of 400 
Dwelling Units Halted 
Temporarily. 


Plans for construction of two 
public housing projects in East 
St. Louis, totaling $4,767,561, have 
been halted by refusal of the East 
St. Louis Zoning Commission to 


recommend a petition for rezoning 
of land areas for the project from 
single-family to apartment dwell- 
ing use. 

The St. Clair Housing Author- 
ity had asked the zqning com- 
mission, an advisory body, to rec- 
ommend the rezoning for action 
by the city council. 

-+Housing authority attorney, 
Charles M. Whealon, said the ac- 
tion temporarily halts plans for 
the two projects which would pro- 


vide 400 dwelling units for East 
St. Louis.

MILK PRICES TO PRODUCERS 
INCREASE 17 PCT. IN YEAR 


The average price paid pro- 
ducers for 3.5 per cent milk de- 
livered to the St. Louis market- 
ing area in April was $4.38 per 
hundredweight or 76 cents more 
than received in April‘a year 
ago, Foster R. Lewis, acting mar- 
ket administrator, announced to- 
day. This is an increase of 17.4 
per cent. The Class I price was 
$4.456 a hundredweight, he said. 

Total daily Class I sales were 
down 0.6 per cent from March 
but were 6.82 per cent above the 
sales in April a year ago. Daily 
local production continued below 


the previous year but showed a 


seasonal increase over March of 
this year, Lewis said. 

The number of.producers de- 
livering milk was 3917, 11 fewer 
than in March and 381 less than 
the number delivering in April 
1950. The average daily produc- 
tion per farm increased 15 pounds 
over March but was seven pounds 
Jess than April a year ago. Han- 
dlers imported 330,163 pounds of 
milk, cream and skim milk from 
other areas to supplement local 
production.

Under bauxite, Mr. Stowe said we 


are chiefly dependent on France, Italy 
okt Yugoslavia, plus Dutch and British 
Guiana. Actually, the United States 
“imports little if any bauxite from the 
three European countries listed. Part 
of our bauxite requirements come from 
domestic production (Arkansas), with 
practically all of our bauxite imports 
-coming from Dutch and British Guiana. 
Although the largest part of United 
States bauxite requirements is import- 
‘ed, the “Mineral Resources” handbook 
says, “The nation's aluminum resources 
in the lower grade bauxite and clays 
are enormous. They provide an emer- 
gency source of supply that could be 
' ‘used if supplies of the higher grade 
bauxite ores are cut off at any time in 
the future. In an emergency, it could 
supply the entire national requirement 
for a considerable period if the in- 
creased cost of. Processing is not a con- 
trolling. factor.” 


Space does not permit discussion of © 


all the materials mentioned in Mr. 
Stowe's article, although a casual read- 
ing indicates many glaring omissions 
and misleading statements. 

’ For instance, Mexico is omitted en- 
tirely from the list of mercury pro- 
ducers, and the article said the Soviets 
possess very little. However, “Mineral 
Resourcés” states, “The Soviet Union 

bably has largé reserves, as - has 

exico, although most of the Mexican 
can be worked only during pe- 
riod of high prices.” 

.United States mines are also capable 
of turning out a large output of mer- 
cury, and during World War II, their 
output alone took care of most of our 
requirements. It is true that normally 
Much mercury is imported from Italy 
and Spain, becayse the rich ores of 
those countries give lower production 
costs, but it is not true that thé United 
States cannot obtain all the mercury 
it requires from the Western Hemi- 
sphere. 

Mr. Stowe indicated that his article 
was based on a study made by the 
Brookings Institution, and published in 

@ book, “World Minerals and World 
Pence. ” This I have not read, and 
therefore cannot say whether the con- 
clusions expressed in Mr. Stowe’s 
article are his own, or those of the 
Brookings Institution experts. I have 
mever seen, however, a worse case of 
misleading the public. 

I have long been a reader and ad- 
mirer of the Post-Dispatch, but Mr. 
Stowe’s article has given me quite a 
jolt. How in the world can American 
citizens form an intelligent opinion 
regarding world affairs and a sound 
foreign policy when they receive such 
aris and misleading information?

The case involved was one of those called to 
the attention of the judge and the grand jury 
by Robert L. Sharp, retired internal revenue 
agent. The grand jurors once were persuaded 
‘to report that they had found no ground for 
prosecution in the evidence presented by Mr. 
Sharp. This was thé interim report which 
Judge Moore refused to accept.,: Now ‘more 
than ever, it seems that he was right in spurning 
this exoneration and insisting on a more thor- 
ough investigation. 

Perhaps it would be well for the grand jury 
to present this case. to the courts and to let 
them decide whether; under the circumstances, 
the statute of limitations really applies. Cer- 
tainly, the grand jurors should make sure that 
no other case escapes prosecution in the same 
way. And they should be fairly well convinced 
that there is more for them to look into than 
their first report indicated. 


Thig has been emphasized by the information * 


divulged by Senator Williams. And judging by 
the fact that officials from St. Paul, Chicago, 
Boston and Washington have appeared before 
the grand jury, it seems that the ramifications 
of income tax frauds or evasions of consider- 
able scope now really are being considered. 
The smoke is getting mighty thick. 


If there is any fire behind it; the grand jury 
should find out about it. At a time when all 
Americans are forced to pay unusually heavy 
taxes, it is vitally important to make sure that 
no individuals are illegally escaping their share 
of the burden. 
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The Cross-Examination 

The senatorial cross-examination of Secretary 
Marshall has taken several different lines. Gen. 
MacArthur’s supporters have sought to show 
that the general did not really violate any im- 
portant directives from Washington, that he was 
not warned when he did, that he did not really 
differ with the national policy, that he should 
not have been removed for differing, that his

* On the’ whole; Secretary Marshall met each 
of these lines of criticism with the recital of 
hard facts that just cannot’ be brushed away. 
He exploded, for example, the canard that Gen. 
MacArthur was relieved on the demand of our 
allies. He also pointed out that the original 
Dec. 6 directive which required the clearing of 
foreign policy statements with Washington was 
issued because of statements Gen. MacArthur 
had been making prior to that date. And he 
showed that the Far: Eastern commander had 
persisted thereafter in issuing just such state- 
ments, not once but many times. 

Gen. MacArthur has sought to give the im- 
pression that he did not know he was going 
counter to official policy. He cited the Jan. 12 
memorandum of the Joint Chiefs of Staff as 
evidence that his program was supported by 
them. Yet now it comes out that on the very 
next day President Truman had written him a 
letter spelling out our policy in great detail, and 
warning against the dangers of expanding 
the war. 

Secretary Marshall indicated that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s superiors would be ready to adopt 
parts of his program in certain circumstances— 
for example, to bomb Manchurian bases if Com- 
munist air attacks become a serious factor in the 
Korean war. 

But Gen. MacArthur did not accept these 
conditions. Most important of all, he did not 
accept the fact that foreign policy must be made 
in Washington. When he tried to make policy 
by creating public pressure in behalf of his 
own views, he “created a situation,” as Secretary 
Marshall said, “where apparently we had two 
voices — for this country. si

The British decision to prohibit sale of rubber 
to Communist China is a‘ sound one. This 
commerce, through the crown colony of Hong

If Missouri gets a road program financed 
by an additional l-cent gasoline tax it will 
represent real progress. We aren't quib- 
bling with any chance for a real forward 
step. But why can’t this state catch a 
real vision for its highways? 


Suppose the people of Missouri were 
suddenly aroused to the great things they 
could build. They would think in terms 
of sweeping, divided highways for the 
main trunk routes, the part of the system 
designated as mflitary roads. Where the 
more expensive routes are not justified the 
public would demand highways of good 
width, level enough for a long-sight dis- 
tance and wide, easy curves. 


A real highway revival would lift Mis- 
souri out of the mud in fact as well as 
theory. Good gravel roads would connect 
with the main system. 

Given the vision, Missouri could. build 
a highway, road and freeway system as 
modern as the cars of 1951. And why not? 
What is the sense of pouring out money 
for ultramodern cars and then tying them 
down to highways, roads and streets of the 
Model T era? It doesn’t add up. 


A travel system as modern as the cars 
is attainable. It is no wild dream. Total 
cost figures, of course, are fantastic. The 
total cost figures for cars now using the 
old highways is fantastic. 

The driver of a car valued at $1500 has 
a large investment. For $30 to $50 a year 
—not a month, but a year—this driver 


could have spectacular, ultramodern routes | 
to carry his car. He could see a revolu-. 


tion in the whole conception of travel. 


Any suggestion of a gasoline tax that 
would cost the driver as much as $30 to 
$50 a year would be.considered ridiculous. 
Probably it would mean a gasoline tax in- 
crease of.6 to 8 cents a gallon. Yet it 
would actually suggest spending for high- 
ways each year only what the individual 
now spends on his car in one month. 


We aren't suggesting any such tax. We 
mention it simply to illustrate what a com- 
paratively. small individual..payment could 
mean to the use of, modern cars. 


In thé Legislature the highest tax in- 
crease to be proposed is 2 cents and that 
is being cut down to a compromise plan 
for 1 cent. If Missouri highways can get 
1 cent it will be the first advance in many 
years. It will be worth while. But at best 
Missouri is only nibbling at the corner of

Missouri may be heading for a speed 
limit on its highways. At least a bill fix- 
ing a 65-mile ceiling on speed in daytime 
and 50 miles at night has passed the Sen- 
ate, and now goes to the House. 


At the present, there is no specific limit 
to the speed of driving a motor car in 
Missouri. The law requires that speed 
shall be reasonable and excessive speed 
may be considered evidence of reckless 
driving under certain conditions. 


Senator W.-H. Robinett of Mountain 
Grove originally had asked for a limit of 
60 miles in daylight. During Senate con- 
sideration an amendment by Senator Wil- 
liam M. Quinn of Maywood was accepted 
raising it to 65. Senator Quinn argued 
that under today’s conditions the higher 
rate of speed should not be considered 
dangerous generally. : 

The measure was passed after consid- 
erable debate, led by the author, Senator 
Robinett, who charged that the state’s 
highways have been “splashed with the 
blood of innocent people,” and pointed out 
that “the crimson hue of death has stalked 
across this General Assembly with two 
fatalities this session,” referring to .two 
legislators killed-in traffic accidents. 


Senator Robinett declared that highway 
patrol figures show 65 to 75 per cent of 
the accidents in Missouri are caused by 
speeds over 60 miles an hour. Senator 
Richard Chamier of Moberly raised the 
point that the law would do little good 
if the speed limits are not enforced. 


There is no question that excessive speed 
is one of the deadliest foes of highway 
safety. With it goes such traffic menaces 
as passing at dangerous curves and on 
hills, or where there is not sufficient clear- 
ance to get around a car or truck, side- 
swiping by speeding cars, and other forms 
of carelessness. . 


Yet, regardless of speed limits, there 
will need to be definite legislation for reg- 
ulating the driver. This. means. a-driver’s 
license law ‘which prescri specific 
means of coping with the reckless motor- 
ist behind the wheel, a code of safety that 
calls for taking his right to drive away 
from him under proof of such recklessness. 
Without that type of regulation other laws 
will not be enough.

Between Book Ends 


Radiating in Every Direction 
THE MIRACULOUS BARBER, by Marcel Ayme. Trans- 

lated from the French by Eric Sutton. (Harper and 

Brothers, 248 pgs., $3.)

Marcel ‘dome has a high reputation in 
French literary circles, and “The: Miracu- 
lous Barber,” a novel of his now. published 
‘in America for the first time, gives one 
several inklings why. 
It is clever, sophisti- 
eated, and diverting; 
it. has been translat- 
ed well enough, but 
one has a feeling 
that it could not 
have traveled too 
easily into the Eng- 
lish language; its wit 
has a .flavor, not 
merely of France, 
but of that Europe 
of which France is 
the essence as much 
in defeat as in vie- 
tory. Dealing as it 
does with the imme- 
diately pre- war years, the fun it pokes has 
today a saddening aftertaste. For while 
in other countries the situation then might 
have seemed serious but not hopeless, the 
France M. Ayme portrays in “The Miracu- 
lous Barber” deserves the old quip -(ap- 
plied originally to Vienna and the Vien- 
nese) of being perfectly hopeless but nev- 
er for a moment ‘serious. 

The story begins with the sudden death 
of an industrial magnate at a dinner party 
to celebrate the return of his daughter 
from her honeymoon; then come revela- 
tions about himself and his household. He 
had had a mistress, who turns up and is 
promptly taken over by Uncle Alphonse; 
the daughter, soon dissatisfied her 
sexlessly athletic husband, consoles herself 
with a friend whose family are pseudo- 
intellectual Leftists. Then there is Cousin 
Luc Pontdebois, a distinguished fence- 
sitting writer on whom the satire is delic- 
iously barbed. Wher, for instance,’ there 
arrived for him by the same mail two 
manifestoes, ane set forth by authors of 
the Left and the other by those of the 
Right and both soliciting his indorsement, 
he was in a quandary. “For his part, Pont- 
debois would have liked to sign both, and 
thus radiate in every direction. Unfortu- 
nately, he could not approve either with- 
out compromising himself in some quarter. 
It was infuriating.” 

Further accretions to what might ‘be 
described as a plot so wayward as to be 
almost plotless involve a homosexual 
boxer, sit-down strikes in the factories, a 
crazy Rightist and a street murder. Come 
to thing of it, M. Ayme does radiate in 
every direction. 

As for the Miraculous Barber himself, 
he comes into the story so late that one 
almost wonders if he was an afterthought. 
A distant Gallic relative (many times re- 
moved and improved) of a hundred mys- 
terious fictional strangers and third-floor 
back roomers, he personalizes M. Ayme’s 
last laugh. He is the Fixer, the god out 
of the modern machine, the eternal 
Frenchman whom all French politicians 
consult and obey. 

But one must hope for more of M. 

yme’s books, both -old and new. - They 
have the uneasy extra brilliance of a light 
globe just before it burns out.

TRUMAN SIGNS BILL

Responsible officials said yes- 
terday’s statement by Foreign 
Secretary Herbert Morrison helped 
bring the two western powers 
closer together on these thorny 
issues than they have been since 
the Korean fighting started. . 

Combined with other recent de- 
velopments, the. British foreign 
policy explanations by Morrison 
and other government spokesmen 
were accepted by American diplo- 
mats as meaning: 


1. Britain is ready now to go

2. The last major obstacles to 
agreement on Japanese treaty 
terms have been removed. Amer- 
ican and British officials said dif- 
ferences remain over a proposal 
of the British Commonwealth na- 
tions to limit Japanese shipbuild- 
ing but they don’t look for this 
to cause delay. Red China will not 
be consulted in the treaty nego- 
tiations as Britain proposed last 
month. 

3. Britain is willing now to post- 
pone indefinitely the question 
whether Formosa should go to 
Red China. Morrison told the 
House of Commons that before 
there is a decision the Korean 
conflict must end, and the For- 
mosan people themselves and the 
U.N. consulted. 

Bound by 1943 Parley. 

The British still feel bound by 
the 1943 Cairo conference to re- 
turn Formosa to China. To Lon- 
don, this logically means Red Chi- 
na. The British recognize the 
Peiping regime, not the National- 
ist government of Chiang Kai- 
shek. 

American policy, on the other 
hand, is dead set against giving 
the island to the Communists.

Arias was overthrown and ar- 
rested late Thursday after a 
four-day siege in the presidential 
palace. The arrest climaxed four 
days of street fighting and rioting 
in. which 15 persons were 

and 194 wounded or injured. 

The murder charges might be 
based on the killing of two na- 
tional police officers who were 
shot to death without warning 
while talking with Arias’s follow- 
ers in the palace at the start of 
the siege. 

Calm Restored in Nation. 

Complete calm had been re- 
stored throughout Panama today 
under the new President, Al- 
cibiades Arosemena, formerly 
Arias’s first Vice President. The 
United States Army Jifted its or- 
der placing Panamanian territory 
out of bounds for American 
forces. | 
The new President’s first act 
was to form a cabinet made up 
of representatives of al. Panama 
political groups except the Com- 
munists. He pledged full co- 
operation with the United States, 
which controls the Panama canal 
strip running through the middle 
of the country. 
The presidential crisis was 
touched off by a run, on the gov- 
ernment-backed Panama Savings 
Bank. It started May 4 and long 
lines of depositors waited in line 
to withdraw their savings. All 
were paid off in full. 

Arias blamed the Communists 
and other opposition groups for 
the run and ordered the arrest of 
their leaders. At least three per- 
sons were wounded during the 
roundup of some 25 oppositionists 
Sunday night. 

Attempt to Rule by Decree. 

Monday night, Arias summoned 
his cabinet. He then announced 
that it had scapped the 1946 con-

Arm 
chucks were about 13 cents a 
pound higher than chuck blades 
in the original April 29 beef or- 
der. On Monday, the ceiling on 
arm chucks will drop 12 cents and 
the ceiling on chuck blades will 
go up one cent. 

Prices on Rump Roasts. 

The reductions in the announced 
ceiling price on choice and good 
grade rump roasts, bone in, will 
bring the butcher shop price down 
from 84 cents a pound to about 
79 cents, OPS officials said. The 
price of choice and good boneless 
rump remains at $1.12 a pound. 

The OPS postponed the effec- 
tive date of retail kosher- beef 
price ceilings from next Monday 
to May 21. 

Wholesale prices in general de- 
clined for the second week in a 
row during the week ended May 
8, largely because of the 3 per 
cent drop in livestock prices.

ON CHARGE OF 
COURT CONTEMPT 


Dr. Joseph W. Weinberg 
Turns Down Last 
Chance to Answer 
Grand Jury’s Questions 


WASHINGTON, May 12 (AP)— 
The “Scientist X” accused by 
the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee of slipping atomic 
secrets to Communists was ar- 
rested here yesterday on charges 
of contempt of the United States 
district court. 


Dr. Joseph W. Weinberg, a pro- 
fessor at the University of Min- 
nesota, was held in $1000 bail after 
he turned down a last chance to 
answer questions put to him by 
a United States grand jury.’ 


At an open hearing of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia court, Judge 
Alexander Holtzoff directed Wein- 
berg to answer questions about 
where he lived in Berkeley, Cailif., 
and some of his acquaintances 
while he was a physicist at the 
University of California labora- 
tory in 1943. The questions in- 
volved, the judge said, had al- 
ready been answered before the 
House committee. 


Weinberg refused to answer, 
just as he has refused before the 
grand . Answers, he said, 
might tend to incriminate him. He 
claimed the protection of the 
constitutional guarantee that in 
criminal proceedings no witness 
need testify against himself. 


Ruled in Contempt. 

Judge Holtzoff then ruled Wein- 
berg in contempt. He set a hear- 
ing for Monday morning. 

In 1949 the House committee 
investigated espionage against 
America’s nuclear secrets. In its 
report on activities at the Uni- 
versity of California’s atomic en- 
ergy laboratory, the committee 
quoted reports of intelligence 
agents that Weinberg—called by 
the committee “Scientist X”—had 
been directed by the Communist 
party to furnish atomic secrets 
to Steve Nelson, a Communist 
party organizer. 

Later, the committee reported 
that intelligence agents “definite- 
ly fixed” the identity of Scientist 
X “as Weinberg.” 

The committee report said Nel- 
son. received information from 
Weinberg, and that the informa- 
tion was passed on to the Soviet 
consulate in San Francisco. 

Weinberg was twice haled be- 
fore the committee. On both oc- 
casions he denied having furnished 
Nelson information on the atomic 
bomb. The committee brought 
Nelson and Weinberg face to face. 
Nelson refused, on grounds it 
might incriminate him, to say if 
he knew Weinberg.

WASHINGTON, May 12 (AP)— 
The United States court of ap- 
peals has charged O. vohn Rogge, 
one-time chief of the Department 
of Justice criminal division, with 
“inexcusable neglect” of a client’s 
defense against perjury charges. 
Rogge denied it and called the 
court action “wrong.” 

The client was Harold Chris- 
toffel, who is under a two-to-six- 
year sentence on charges of 
falsely swearing to the House 
Labor Committee that he had 
never been a Communist. Chris- 
toffel was formerly head of the 
CIO United Ayto Workers Local 
at Milwaukee. He was sentenced 
in 1950. 

The appeals court yesterday 
cited Rogge for disciplinary action 
by the bar committee here. The 


committee handles disbarment 
and lesser cases. 
Basis of Charge. 

The court held that Rogge neg- 
lected to take legal steps in time 
to assure that Christoffel’s appeal 
from his sentence would be heard. 
Chief Judge Stephens ruled that 
Christoffel may appeal neverthe- 
less. 

At his home in Stamford, Conn., 
Rogge replied: “I did everything 
a lawyer could do.” He said the 
court’s ruling “is not only wrong;.

Receiving an athletic scholar- 
ship, however, does not mean that 
an individual student will not be 
required to do some work be- 
tween seasons. 

“But we fo recognize the in- 
ability of an athlete to attend 
school, study, compete in ‘athletics 
and work during the competitive 
season,” Dean Shirky said. 

All funds in the program will 
by the university. 

The program has been set up 
on a cost basis that would result 
if 100 athletes were awarded full 
scholarship. It is not the inten- 
tion, however, to provide maxi- 
mum scholarships in many cases,
